With the failure of the national 
mediation board to settle a wage 
dispute between the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway Co. and its 2000 em- 
ployes, a strike has been called 
for 2 a.m. next Tuesday. 

Following a year’s negotiation 
and a previous strike order, A. A. 
McKenzie, vice-president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
set a new date for the walkout.

Everything considered, I believe 
it ts advisable for the Upland 
city council to “fall in line” and 
adopt the orchard heater ordi- 
nance similar to the county’s law. 

The growers should bear in 
mind that the heaters. must be 
improved. If the gowers them- 
selves do not improve their equip- 
ment sooner or later there will 
be a strict, enforceable law re- 
quiring them to bring their heat- 
ers up to date. 

It has been my policy each 
year to replace some of my old 
heaters with new heaters. Some 
time all heaters must be of the 
modern type and I think it is 
better ffor- steady, gradual _re- 
placements and improvements to 
be made each year.

proving heaters very little will be 
done. Passing of a law by the 
city would be a warning for the 
growers to do what they could in 
replacing their old heaters with 
better heaters but its enforcement 
should be aducative rather than 
oppressive. 

I don’t believe any jury would 
convict ‘a grower for violation if 
that grower had been doing his 
best. Something should be done 
to encourage the growers to make 
improvements ag rapidly as they 
are financially able to do so.

Three Ounces Make Drunk Driver 


How much whiskey under the belt of an automobile driver 
does it take to make a drunken driver of him? 

Two jiggers! 

That is the estimate given to highway traffic experts by Dr. 
Rollo N. Harger, professor of biochemistry and toxicology at 
Indiana university, at the National Safety Congress. Based on 
studies with a new type ‘‘chemical breath smeller’’ with which 
he secks to replace the ‘‘policeman’s nose test,’’ the professor 
stated that three ounces of whisky is enough to fog the brain 
of the driver and render him incapable of handling an auto- 
mobile safely. Even that moderate amount of liquor increases 
& person’s reaction time—that is, lengthens the time before the 
muscles obey the orders of the brain. From which it would 
geem that we should have a new definition of intoxication as 
it relates to the operation of an automobile. It is said that to 
& person accustomed to alcohol two or three drinks may pro- 
duce no visible effects. Such a driver may seem sober in 
speech, actions and appearance—but the same driver turned 
loose with a car is a menace to life and property. 

Police from various representative states indicate. that 
liquor is a definite factor in ten to twenty per cent of auto- 
mobile accidents involving fatalities and serious injuries. And 
there can be no doubt that booze is an unseen factor in a much 
greater proportion of cases—cases where it is impossible to 
obtain legal proof of drinking. ‘‘Never operate your car after 
you have taken a drink of liquor—even though it be but a glass 
or two of beer’’ is a basic rule of safety that should be follow- 
ed. The person who drives his car after-a few cocktails may 
think he is perfectly sober, but he is basically a serious men- 
ace to the life of others on the highways. 

Dr. Harger described successful experiments that have been 
made in developing chemical tests for intoxication. When 
guch tests are proven it should be the aim of every police de- 
partment to keep up with the march of progress in this re- 
spect, as with others, and take advantage of the tests and ma- 
chines that eliminate the human element and make the deter- 
minatidn of intoxication a scientific fact. 

Eliminate the drinking driver and a long step will have been 
taken for much safer driving on the public highways.

HERE ARE LIKELY 


New Industry May Be Develop. 
ed in Southland Due to 
War in China 





Howard R. Stanford, Chaffey 
junior college botany instructor, 
this week was appointed to an or- 
ganization of scientists, the De- 
partment, of Botanic Gardens for 
Perfume and Drug Plant develop- 
ment. It is aided by the federal 
government in carrying on re- 
search and experimentation in the 
development of plants suited to the 
local climate which will produce 
perfumes and medical drugs that 
have been cut off because of the 
present war between China and 
Japan. J. A. Armstrong of the 
Armstrong Nurseries, is the other 
local member of the organization. 

Of great importance. to local 
ranchers, Mr. Stanford said, is the 
fact that experts have estimated 
the demand for these drugs and 
perfumes is great enough in the 
United States to create a state- 
wide industry rivaling citrus grow- 
ing in importance. Future devel- 
opments of a vast new agricultuval 
industry in this state is foreseen 
in the event that domestic per- 
fume and drug producing plants 
prove practical. Work is already 
under way in several places in the 
state. 

Mr. Stanford will be a member 
of the research and consultation 
staff. It is very probable that act- 
ual experimental work with the 
plants will be carried on in this 
locality.

Money received by the Upland!
